the low-water season. Fortunately 
numerous reservoir sites are avail- 
able in the headwater basins and 
the future development of the 
State will depend largely on their 
utilization. 

The importance of conserving 
the waters of the State, not only 
Dy storage but by careful use, is 
well illustrated by the experience 
of 1924. During this year -most 
streams in California made their 
lowest records. Many smal) 
streams were dry Most rivers 
set new low .records in discharge 
and seasonal runoff. Without 
£00d administration of available 
water supplies and rigid conserva- 
tion by all users of water, serious 
economic conditions would have 
repulted. 

This exceptiona! drought created 
«reat fire hazards during the 
year there were more than 2500 
forest fires. Because of these 
bazards in the California Nationa! 
Forests, approximately 11,000,000 
acres were closed to the public 
except under special permits is- 
eued by the United States Forest 
Service. Restrictions relative to 
camping and smoking were ap- 
plied to 3,000,000 acres addition- 
nl.

LARGE PROFITS ‘SEEN 


The farmer is on the threshold 
of prosperous days, industries and 
manufactwrers will increase pro- 
duction and need ali of the avall- 
labor, the railroads will be 
busy with heavy traffic and the 
year will be one of large, but con- 
servative profits, is the consensus. 

Firmer money will tend to a 
moderate siackening of stock and 
bond activity and speculation in 
real estate and other fields, it is 
felt. The prediction is for ample 
credit at satisfactory rates.

Introduce Bobbed Hair to 
Native Girls 
Party of Three Returns from 
Amazon Journey

LONG MEADOW (Mass.) Dec. 
$1.—WBating monkey meat and 
helping the native girls to bob 
their hair’ were only two of the 
minor incidentseof the expedition 


into the jungles of Bolivia from 
which Oscar De Lima Mayer of 
New York, Mrs. Mayer and Miss 
Ora Ford have just returned. 

Mies Ford after arriving at her 
home here told of encounters 
with savage tribes, dodging man- 
eating crocodiles as well as enakes 
and tarantulas, shooting treacher-( 
ous rapids on rafts and subdsist- 
ing on turtle eggs. The expedition 
was one in search of beauty and 
adventure. 

VALLEY DISAPPOINTS 

“You see,” Miss Ford explained, 
“they told us that the valley of 
the Beni River was very beau- 
tiful. In a way it was disappoint- 
ing. The trip was harder than we 
had anticipated and the gorgeous 
orchids they described for the 
most part had no blossoms. They 
grow in profusion along the riv- 
er but you have to go far into the 
jungie to get the flowers.” 

The adventurers started from La 
Paz, the Bolivian 
crossed the Andes on mules. 
an guides piloted their rafts down 
the Matiri River, carrying them 
safely through precipitous rapids 
with whirlpools at the bottom. 
Gnate and moeguitoes were too 
ebundant for comfort. 

“They kept up good teamwork,” 
Miss Ford remarked. “The gnats 
gnawed you till sundown; then the 
mosquitoes appeared. The insects 
are large and their bite is very 
painful.” 


RUN OUT OF FOOD 


While navigating the Ben! River 
in a G@Gug-out cahoe the party ran 
out of provisions, the twelve days 
which they had expected to pass 
in the jungle having extended to 
three weeks. 

“For days,” Miss Ford said, “we 
lived on boiled rice and the hard 
coarse brown sugar they cal! than- 
baca, and on turtle eggs. These 
eggs are like hen's eggs, only 
little better. You bot) them or 
make an omelet. Then the rice 
gave out and the Indians cooked 
us monkey meat. It's quite nice, 
really. It tastes like rabbit and 
they grill it over the fire. 

“There were crocodiles in the} 
river, of course, and they were 
man-eaters. When I shot mine 
there were four in sight at once. 

“We two eavege tribes 
of Indians but they did not trou- 
ble use. In some of the Indian vil- 
lages nearer the cities the natives 
are fairly civilized. But few of 
them had seen white women be- 
fore our visit.” 

From the Beni, the party went 
@own other riverg to the Amazon 
and thence to its mouth. One of 
these streams was Roosevelt's 
“River of Doubt.” 
covered about 3500 miles and ex- 
\tended over three months.

The two statements attributed to 
Dr. Wise, which started the con- 
troversy, were that “Jews must ac- 
cept the teachings of Christianity,”

GENEVA, Dec. 31. — Sir Eric 
Drummond, Secretary-General of 
the League of Nations, in a New 
Year's statement today given to 
the Associated Press emphasized 
that “too often it is forgotten, per- 
haps because of the very success 
which has been attained, that the 
League of Nations has existed only 
for six years.” 
“In 1926," he . “the League 
will be more able than in any past 
year of its life to accomplish 
those for which it was created 
—the promotion of international 
co-operation and the achievement 
of international peace and security. 
“Mineteen twenty-five was & 
memorable year in its history. The 
League has grown stronger, more 
effective and more conscious of its 
own power for good than at any 
other period.” 

OREDIT FOR LOOCARNO 

Sir Eric sald that, though the 
League has received only indirect 
eredit for the agreements of Lo- 
carno, “probably the great out- 
standing settlement of 1935,” he 
believed that it can justly claim 
to have played a prominent part 
in the events which led up to these 
agreements and mad their con- 
clusion practicable. 
Sir Eric sald that the prospects 
for the new year were bright. Al- 
luding to the expected entrance of 
Germany into the League and aiso 
te the a oe of countries like the 
United States, Russia and Mexico 
he remarked that as a result o 
the Locarno the 
League would have “a new and 
very important member, thus tak- 
ing @ great step toward that uni- 
versality which must be the aim 
of all who support the League's 
ideals.” 

“The League's program for 1926, 
even as already sketched out, is 
of vital importance to the world 
generally.

Specifications Problem for 
Executives 


Directory Lists Six Thousand 
Commodities 


Advisory Body Was Selected 
Last March 


NEW YORK, Dec 31.--The clos- 
ing year has shown !mportant de- 
velopments tn the growth of the 
industrial etandardization move- 
ment. One of the most important 
of these has been the increase of 
active interest on fhe part of Indus- 
trial executives. “a conference of 
first-line exeoutives early in the 
year organized a committee from 
their number to serve as an advis- 
ory committee to the American En- 
gineering Standards Committee, 
and these men are now giving time 
and assistance to the solving of na- 
tional standardization problems. 
Formerly, the matter of standardi- 
gation has been left largely to the 
technical man, but ft is now gener- 
ally recognized that standardiza- 
tion is a managerial problem of the 
first rank. 

Of special interest to the factory 
owner and manager is the Directo- 
ry of Specifications, published in 
August, 1925, by the Department 
of Commerce. This comptiiation 
lists approximately 27,000 existing 
specifications covering 6000 com- 
modities, and ft will be found very 
useful in connection with purchas- 


list of profecte now before 
the American Btan4- 
ards Committee, at various stages 
of development, totals 218, Iinclud- 
ing seeven*y-six approved stand- 
ards, Notable progress has been 
made during 1925 tn the comple- 
tion or further development of 
many of these projects.

In the electrical fiel4, the 1925 
edition of the National Electrical 
Code, the bible of the electrical 
wiring industry, has been approved. 
Also a system of connections and 
marines for electric-power appara- 
tus, representing the combined ef- 
fort of a large number of engi- 
neers, has been approvéd as Amer!i- 
standard, after standing the 
test of several years’ practical ap- 
plication on a large scale. 

For the first time complete na- 
tional agreement has been reached 
on a safety code for aeronautics, 
in the defelopment of which the 
military and civil branches of the 
Federal government and the com- 
mercial and public agencies inter- 
ested In the subject were represent- 
Jane—See ef. The code deals with standards 
of safety for design, construction, 
testing and operation of aircraft. 
Good progress has been made in 
the code for automobile brakes and 
brake testing. 

The mining industry is the most 
recent of the great industries to 
take up standardization on a com- 
prehensive scale. The leaders in 
the movement have been the Unit- 
ed States Bureau of Mines and the 
American Mining Congress. A not- 
able step in the prevention of mine 
explosions has been the completion 
of a code for rock dusting of coal 
mines, through the co-operative ef- 


fort of all Interested groups. Ca- 
tastrophes due to coal mine explos- 
ions can be prevented by the simple 
expedient of spreading rock-dust 
thickly enough to cause an incipi- 
ent coal-dust explosion to die out 
rather than to travel through the 
mine atmosphere. 

In the fleld of industrial safety, 
satisfactory progress has been made 
on @ program of some forty ¢odes, 
most of which are applicable to 
factories. Seventeen of these have 
béen completed and work on half 
of the remainder is well advanced. 

Standardization on an interna- 
tional scale is still in its infancy; 
yet through the co-operation of the 
various national standardizing bod- 
ies there has heen real accomplish- 
ment in several subjects.

Continued tack of rain tn Call- 
fornia hag retarded the buying of 
feeder cattle due to thea lack of 
grass, according to a report made 
yesterday by the Californis Cattle- 
men’s Association. The demand 
for feeders has been good, but un- 
heavy rains occur. during the 
month of January. the supply of 
cattle on grass will be less than 
normal, {t was stated. 

Government reports show that 
there are 3 per cent less cattle on 
feed in the corn belt States as com- 
pared with December of last year. 
In the Western States there is an 
increase of 4 per cent. The num- 
her of feeders shipped into the 
corn belt each year, for the last 
four years, has shown a decrease. 
In 1922 there were 2.133.000 head 
shipped in; tn 1923, 2,007,000; in 
1924, 1,638,00v, and in 1926, 1,608,- 
000 head. 

The report tndicates that lighter 
weight ‘feeders are being used, 
probably due to the large corn 
crop, low corn price and an inten- 
tion to feed longer. This will prob- 
ably mean a lighter market supply 
for the wint+r and early spring 
months and a heavier supply during 
the late spring and summer 
months, the association states.

The fortieth Midwinter Number of The 
Times records today the building of an 
empire, not one founded in blood and fron, 
not one established by a dictator, not a new 
or enlarged political division, but an indus- 
trial empire; one of the masterpieces of a 
Christian civilization.

California is a natural empire. The good 
God laid the foundation and furnished the 
raw material, and good men used their man 
power and their brain power to build 
thereon.

Such 
were the empires of Egypt and Rome. But 
the great empire of Southern California is 
the product of free labor and free industry. 

Men and 
dotiars came here through choice, remained 
through choice and labored in free indus- 
tries, unshackled by industrial despotism. 


Industrial freedom is th8 magnet that has 
drawn men and money by thousands and 
millions to Los Angeles and its adjacent 
territory. The conquests wrought under 
industrial freedom were as notable as the 
conquest of the desert. The Los Angeles 
industrial dfstrict is now fifth In point of 
production in the nation. In some lines of 
production it is first; and the keynote of 
Los Angeles industry is the freedom of 
work. 
it finds its freest expression. 


Thirty years ago the American Federa- 
tion of Labor sought to rfvet its shackles 
on the industry of Southern California. On 
the first approach of its minions Gen. Otis 
flung the banner of industrial freedom from 
the mast on the tower of The Times Build- 
ing.

in Priest’s Suit 


Conspiracy to Bar Church by 
Zoning Asserted 


Ku Klux Klan Animus Told 


by Witnesses 


Charges that five of the efght 
Long Beach City Councilmen con- 
spired together to prevent the 
bullding of a Catholic church at 
Twentieth street and Pasadena ave- 


nue in the beach city were made 
yesterday in a petition fled in 
Superior Court by Father Francis 
Cc. Ott, pastor of the Holy Inno- 
cents’ urch. Father Ott asked 
a writ of mandate to compel the 
eagineering department of Long 
Beach to issue him a permit to 
erect the building. 

Filing of the suit came as the 
latest broadside in a fight that has 
been carried en over a period of 
& year on the proposed building 
of the Catholic house of worship. 

The contest started when the 
City Council of Long Beach drew 
up an amended zoning ordinance 
making it unlawful to erect church 
buildings in but two sonea, which 
were designated as public and 


semipublic districts. 


CHARGES CONSPIRACY 

Father Ott stated his church al- 
ready had pbullt a clubhouse on 
the church's property at Twentieth 
street and Pasadena avenue and 
that the ordinance was prepared 
end caused to be passed by the 
Adve Councilmen solely to prevent 
the erection of the proposed 
enurch bui.ding. The Councilmen 
accused oc conspiracy were named 
im the complaint as John T. Ar- 
nold, W. L. Evans, Glenn E. Thom.- 
as, Charlies H. Sucker and Ray R. 
Clark, who is also Mayor of the 
ety. 

Father Ott asserted that only one 
of more than 100 church in the 
‘beach city was within the bounds 
of the districts prescribed in the 
soning ordinance. Forty-three of 
the churches, eaid, had ap- 
plied for a reclassification of their 
property in the proper tones and 
he declared the application of his 
church was the only one that was 
voted down by the Council. 


BARRED FROM ZONES 

Pather Ott contended it was im- 

cable to erect the church 
ullding in the two sones provided 
by the ordinance, as one comprised 
a low-lying industrial district and 
the other a business district, in 
which, the petition asserted, al) 
evailable sites were owned by the 
Board of Education or private in- 
terests. 

Father Ott asserted the proposed 
site for his church was the most 
Gesirable in the city as it was in 
the center of his parish, which, he 
deciared, was the largest of the 
Catholic faith in the city. 

Accompanying the petition were 
several affidavits, including those 
of Counciimen Beck. Condit and 
Callahan, who were eaid to have 
backed Father Ott In his pleas for 
reclassification of the church prop- 
erty. Beck stated Father Ott's ap- 
plication for rezoning was the only 
one of all the church petitions to 
be refused, while Condit and Calla- 
han expressed the opinions the 
zoning ordinance was adopted to 
prevent the building of a church 
in the district in which the site for 
Father Ott’s proposed chur 

ed. 


KLAN CHARGES MADE 

A joint affidavit of four citizens 
who said they attended the Coun- 
cil’s hearing on the subject of re- 
classification asserted on informa- 
tion and belief that thé two prin- 
cipal speakers against Father Ott's 
application were pryminert mem- 
bers of the Lone- Beach branch of 
the Ku Klux Klan. These two 
were named as G. Claar and J. D. 
Wolverton, a Long Beach attorney. 
They were asserted to have told 
the Council] that the district in 
which Father Ott proposed to build 
his church was a Protestant local- 
ity and that they “did not want a 
Catholic church in that ircation.”’ 

The petition for a writ 6f man- 
damus and the affidavits accom- 
panying it were filed by se a 
Walter Desmond and Harry 
Cohn. 

Several months ago Father Ott 
filed an action to compel the Long 
Beach authorities to tissue him «a 
bullding permit, but at the prelim- 
inary hearing of the case it was 
thrown out of court by Judge 
Shaw, who held at the time the 
City Council] had a right to adopt 
an ordinance plating the city in 
sones, The new action, however, 
contains several new issues that 
were not before the court at the 
previous hearing.

Metropolis Now Happier and 
Richer Than Before 


All Lines Prosper in Steady 
Pushing Forward 
Bank Clearings as Barometer 
- Reveal Business

that €161 merchant ships with a 
net tonnage of 16,501,284 passed tn 
and out of Los .Angeles Harbor 
during 1925. In 1924, there were 
5798 merchantmen with a net ton- 
nage of 15,348,828: showing a gain 
of 353 vessels and 1,152,456 net 
tons. 

Shipments on the same vessels 
during 1925 totaled 26,145.422 tons 
with a value of $746.532.,478. In 
1924, the total tonnage was 19.,- 
528,718, valued at $667,679,481. The 
gain is 616,704 tons and $78,842.,- 
$97 in value. Exports led in ton- 
nage and imports tn value due to 
the heavy shipments of oll and 
lumber. Bulk petroleum shipments 
still hold the lead in volume of 
shipments. In 1925, 104,629,097 
barrels of petroleum products were 
handled at the harbor, a gain of 
2.962.631 barrels over 1924. 

“The fact that the tonnage shows 
an increase of about 3 per cent, 
while the value of the commerce 
hhas increased 11% per cent,” the 
chamber resume points out, “Is 
evident proof of the changing 
character of our trade from raw 
materials to finished product. 

“Los Angeles easily holds her 
place as the second greatest sea- 
port in the nation in int of ton- 
nage. It is also significant that of 
westbound intercoastal tonnage 
through the Panama Canal, Los 
Angeles received about 44 per cent, 
or more than any other three Pa- 
cific ports.” 

BOON FOR FARMER 

Of agriculture, the report says: 

“After several average crop 
years, the full bounty of South- 
ern Callifornia’s natural biessings 
was bestowed on her agriculturists 
in the twelve months fust cloéed. 
A succession of profitable harvests 
was experienced straight through 
the year throughout the State and 
as the ones which brought the 
greatest return are grown in South- 
ern California, this section natural- 
ly received the greatest sbare of 
the State total. 

“The vear has been a banner one 
for the farmer and orchardist. 
Outstanding is the record of the 
citrus crop, which ylelded approal- 
mately $93,000,000 in value at ship- 
ping point, or an increase of about 
35 per cent over 1924. The wainut 
crop, with a total of $14,080,000, 
showed an increase of about 
$2,000,000 over last year. 

“Cotton, with a yield of about 
200,000 bales, including Lower Calil- 
fornia, showed an increase of 
about 50,000 bales, or approximate- 
ly 33 1-3 per cent, with a value of 
$20,000,000. 

“Although the crop of deciduous 
fruits was short in tonnage, the 
prices received at canneries end 
Grying yards were exceptionally 
good, returning a total 
from 6 to 10 per cent over 1924. 
Fresh vegetable shipments showed 
an increase over last year, due to 
a steady demand from the East.” 

Om: PRODUCTION 

Referring to the oll industry, it 

reads: 
“The Los Angeles fiela produces 
about 60 per cent of the entire oil 
output of California. The final 
total for the year will show ap- 
proximately 151,700,000 barrels, as 
against 151,175,698 barrels for 1924 
and during that year California 
produced more than Texas and 
Pennsylvania combined.” 

What is considered ag the most 
accurate record of rea! te ac- 
tivity is found in the number of 
instruments filed with County Re- 
corder Logan. Including deeds, 
mortgages, trust deeds, releases and 
conveyances, and exclusive of 
births, deaths and marriages, Mr. 
Logan prepared a table for The 
Times showing a total! filing figure 
of 645,125 documents in 1925. In 
1924, the total was 494,655 docu- 
ments. This year’s increase is 
12 per cent. 

Postal receipts, an accurate 
gauge of individual activity, pre-

TOMORROW 
Pioneer of Newhall Will 
be Paid Final Tribute by 
Lodge of Masons 


The last chapter fn the romantic 
life of Justice John F. Powell, « 
Southern California ploneer who 
died in Newhall last Tuesday at $7 
years of age, will be written tomor- 
row afternoon when the San Fer- 
nando Lodge of Masons will con- 
duct funeral services in Nobles'‘s 
Chapel at 1:30 o'clock. Burial will 
be in Grand View Cemetery. 

Justice Powell, who served as 
Justice of the Peace of Soledad 
Township for forty vears, enlisted 
in the Navy in 
1869 when 20 
years of age and 
was in charg 
of the United 
States frigate 
C onset ellation 
On the recom- 
mendation of 
the African ex- 
plorer Living- 
stone, young 
Powell was de- 
talled from the 
Constellation to 
serve in the iIn- 


terior of Africa Ff 
trailing siave SYST 


During his service im Africa Jus- 
tice Powell became known as a 
big game hunter, a hobby which 
he followed later fn life in Califor- 
nia when great herds of antelope 
grazed in Antelope Valley and 
mountain lions were numerous. In 
1870 the Justice was credited with 
killing the largest mountain lion 
ever shot In this State, the animal 
measuring more than twelve feet 
from nose to tall. 

He enlisted in the Army in 1861 
and fought through the Civil War. 
After the war he entered the Reg- 
ular Army. and was sent to Cali- 
fornia and placed in command of 
Goat Island. Resigning in 1868. he 
located at Big Rock where he had 
a large sheep ranoh. In 1875 he 
was elected justice of the peace 
in Soledad. He was the oldest jus- 
tiee of the peace in age aid length 
of service in Los Angeles county. 

Justice Powgll, who was a mem- 
ber of the G. A. R., the Pioneer 
Seciety and a thirty-second degree 
Mason, was married in 1879 and 
leaves three children, Mrs. Louis 
Zelgier of Newhall. Albert C. Pow- 
ell of Whittier and Francis Powell 
of Culver City.
